SCIENTIFIC 
MISCELLANY

Fog-Disperaing Apparatus.—Climates 
Graded by SensatioD.—Problem ot 
the K ails.—Nature Id the Zoolog­ 
ical Carden.—Soft Shells Due to 
Nerves—Soul H abitations.—Radium 
Therapeutics.— Conducting Glass. 
—W ireless Time. 


The fog-dispersing station proposed 
by M. M. Dibos includes a very large 
Rabmkorff ooil, giving a spark of 
about one meter, with a primary cur­ 
rent from accumulators or a dynamo, 
in the primary circuit are a rotating 
interrupter aDd a condenser in par­ 
allel. 
The current induced in the 
secondary circuit is converted from 
alternating into interm ittent by two 
series ot four Cooper-Hewltt meroury 
vapor rectifiers, and then passes to 
the 
inner 
coatings or two large 
Leyden jars, with connected outer 
coatings. Prom one jar a wire leads 
to earth. 
A wire irotu the other— 
the positive electrode—runs to the 
top of an antenna mast, and there a 
crown ot points scatters the eieotrio 
waves into the air. 
With such 
apparatus clear spaces 300 to 400 feet 
across have been formed iu dense fog. 
Such spaces would be useful iu habora 
and on railways, but every vessel at 
sea needs clearness for at least a 
quarter of a mile in every direction. 
Temperature and hum idity can be 
recorded aacnrately. but the figures 
give only a vague idea of how we feel 
clim ate. 
W. P. Tyler, ot Shanghai, 
has a way of comparing olim ates by 
the varying degrees of comfort or dis­ 
comfort produced, indicating m uggi­ 
ness by the term “ hypher,” he 
divides bis hypher scale from 1 to 10, 
and lots 10 represent the worst possi­ 
ble day—the hottest, dampest and 
most enervating day of China; while 
0 applies to the ideal summer day— 
warm, bright aud bracing. 
Experi­ 
ments show that normal persons esti­ 
mate the vaiyiDg degrees very accur­ 
ately. 
A 14 years’ study od an English 
railway has shown that unequal wear 
of rails is largely due to difference Id 
structure of the metal from varying 
temperatures and speeds of rolling 
the rails. 
The model animal park opened by 
Hagenbeck at Stettingen, near Ham­ 
burg, contains 26 aores, and is desigu- 
ea to offset tbe work of “ nature 
fakers’’ by making fam iliar the daily 
lite of wild animals in tneir native 
state. 
Tbe conditions of tbe native 
haunts of the animals are imitated as 
closely as possible. 
There are no 
cages, but the various species are 
kept within prescribed bounds by 
concealed ditches 20 feet wide and 12 
feet deep. A shaded avenue leads the 
visitor to favorable points for obser­ 
vation. 
A spacious lake holds all 
kinds of water-fowl; a mound beyond 
is alive with zebras, buffaloes and 
other hoofed animals; a distant range 
of artificial mountains is the home ot 
mountain beasts, and an immense 
artificial iceberg of boulders is cover­ 
ed with polar bears, with seals, sea- 
lions and cormorants at the base. 
Though restricted iu range, 
the 
SDimals have much more than tbe 
usaal freedom, 
living in quite a 
homelike manner. Tbe park contains 
35 lions, 24 elephants and 7 tigers, 
with rhinoceroses, hippoptami, birds, 
reptiles, and other creatures. 
Soft-shelled eggs are not due, as is 
so generally believed, to lack of lim e 
in tbe fuod ot tbe bens. Such an egg 
is really a case of arrested develop­ 
ment, produced by nervous interfer­ 
ence with the functions of tbe ovi­ 
duct. Extreme meDtal disturbance 
may cause it, and at the Kansas 
Experiment Station soft shelled eggs 
have resulted from tbe ooutiDued 
excitem eot of conSned hens. 
It was 
further shown that on an ordinary 
diet a hen’s system has lim e for five 
or six eggs. Laying will cease after 
this number if lim e is not supplied, 
but on a small amount of lim e eggs 
that are really slightly thinner shell­ 
ed than nsual may be laid, though 
careful weighing is neoessary to show 
that the shells are not notmal. 
Tbe “ soul-houses’* lately found at 
tbe cemetery of Rifeb, Upper Egypt, 
are tiny structures of clay in which 
the souls of the dead were supposed 
to take refuse. They date from about 
3000 B. C. 
An instituí ion that is quite UDique, 
forming a class by itself, 
is the 
Kadium Biological Laboratory at 
Taris. It was organized about a year 
ago to test the carative possibilities 
of radium and it {comprises chemical, 
physiological and clinical research 
departments as well as that specially 
given up to radium. 
The work al 
ready done was recently demonstrated 
to visiting medical men. 
Tbe large 
number of cases treated have included 
those of persons cured of oanoer of 
tbe skin and lupus, and akin tubercle 
and other diseases of the skin have 
been cured. Radium treatment seems 
to have given positive results in re­ 
ducing the disfigurement of straw 
berry marks and other natural spots 
on the skin of ohildren and others. 
Kadium seems to have proveD at least 
equal to eleotrioity in many cases 
where it has been oustomary to use 
the latter, aud it has tbe advantage 
of oausiDg no pain, in this connec­ 
tion, it may be mentioned that a 
Erenoh physician claim s remarkable 
results in treating 
chronic m en- 
matism with metal shields coated 


with radium powder. 
The electrically conducting glass of 
C. E. Phillips is made by addiDg 128 
parts of sodium silicate and 32 parts 
of borax to 5 parts of flint glass, it 
can be worked like ordinary glass, 
but has 500 tim es as great conductiv 
ity. In one remarkable application, 
a fiber of it is substituted for the 
gold-leaf commonly used for electro 
scopes, tbe precious metal being used 
only for tbe binge, and this electro­ 
scope proves a sensitive test for elec­ 
tric currents, while the fiber dobs not 
stick to tbe walla of the instrument 
like the gold-leaf. 
The regulation of clocks by wire­ 
less telegraphy seems to have been 
quite successful. Id tbe experiments 
at Vienna of Reitboifer and Morawetz, 
tbe clock was controlled by wireless 
impulses from a regulator 
'A % m iles 
away, and it kept perfeot time, with 
no interference from stray ourrents.

Philippine 
Correspondence 


By ¡8. E. DeKackin. 
Zamboanga, Moro Province, P. 1, 
Alay 1, 1907.— The position of the 
Philippines as a whole, with referenoe 
to the trade of the Far East, is an 
ideal one, even today; but with the 
com pletion of the Panama canal their 
value to the United States will be be- 
yoDd compare. 
Our control of the Philippines, aud 
the recentlitan struggle Id Korea aud 
Manchuria, are but incidents in a 
movement which has as its ultim ate 
object the control of the Paoifio. Wil-- 
liatu H. Seward knew whereof he 
spoke when he declared that “ hence­ 
forth European aommerce, European 
politics, European (bought, European 
activity, however effectively they may 
increase íd intrinsic importance, aDd 
E uiopean alliances, however intimate 
they may become, will sink in relative 
importance — meanwhile the Paoifio 
ocean, its shores, its isles, aud the 
vast region beyoDd, will become tbe 
principal theater of events in tb6 
great tuture ot the world.” The pro­ 
phetic ken of Thomas H. Benton en­ 
abled him to see the day when tbe 
rule and empire ot tbe world would 
belong to tbe route to tbe Indies, aud 
to the nation which controls the com­ 
merce of that route. 
The Panama canal, the Hawaiian, 
tbe Aleutian, Ladrone and Philippine 
islands place the American nation ib 
absolute control of tbe Pacific, aDd 
they can no more escape the responsi­ 
bility of their position than they can 
cease to be a progressive people. 
Climate and Health Conditions. 
Tne clim ate of the Philippines is 
pleasant, equable and healthful, it 
is doubtful whether any other coun­ 
try iu the world is more favored in 
this respect. Malarial levers are rela­ 
tively few, predaceous animals un­ 
known,and iDseots and reptiles preju­ 
dicial to human life or health extra­ 
ordinarily few in number. At the 
level of the sea throughout the eDtire 
archipelago the mercury rarely goes 
below 60 degrees or above 90 degrees 
Fahrenheit during the eutire year. 
From the middle of November until 
the middle of Maruh the clim ate is 
delightful, and from that time on un­ 
til the latter part ot June it is hot 
during the m iddle of the day, but 
considerably less so than in many 
parts ot the United States in the sum­ 
mer. 
Area of tbe Philippine Islands. 
The area of the Philippines equals 
that ot Euglaud, Ireland, Scotland 
andWalea, and the islands are capable 
of supporting a population of one 
hundred m illion people. It is doubt­ 
ful if oc the face of the earth today 
an area so large as that of tbe P hilip­ 
pine islands can be found which con­ 
tains such a vast population together 
with such virgin resources in every 
litre of industry. So prodigal is nature 
of her gifts, and so prodnctive is the 
soil of the archipelago that only a 
srcatcb here and there is Deoessary for 
tbe support of eight m illion people. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
marked success is attained here only 
as it is attained in other countries, 
that is by intelligent and energetic 
work. This being a new country,many 
more opportunities offer here than in 
tbe UDited States, but those who ex 
pect success to wait upon them uuso 
licited will tail here as there. What 
these islands need is a class of sturdy 
pioneets such as made that great em­ 
pire lying west of the M ississippi 
river to blossom as the rose—men with 
willing hands, honest hearts and a 
small amount of capital. The state­ 
ment so often made to the effect that 
a white man cannot labor m this cli­ 
mate is not true. Those who are afraid 
of a little sunshine can find some ex­ 
cuse fur not laboring in any country. 
As Major-General Leonard Wood, who 
is also a vety em inent physician, says 
“ there is nothing iu the clim ate ot 
these islands which prohibits long 
residence here. A moral life, with 
plenty of hard work, w ill be found to 
counteract. In most cases, tbe so- 
called dem oralizing ettects of the 
Pbilippine clim ate. 
Agricultural Lands. 
There are some to,U(X),0U0 acres of 
agricultural lands in these Islands, 
only 5,000,000 acres ot which are sub­ 
ject to individual ownership. 
Tbe 
price of this land is fixed at $2 per 
acre, and can 
be readily secured 
owing to tbe fact that tbe Govern­ 
ment is more than anxious to see it 
under cultivation. Tbe price of land 
suitable for bemp cultivation, if pur­ 
chased from private parties is from $1 
to $2 per aore. Lands under cultiva­ 
tion costs about $3.50 per acre. 
Forest land will cost about $3 per 
acre. 
Timber Land. 
Tbe forest area of the Philippines, 
including all public and private 
woodlands, is estimated to be 48,113,­ 
920 acres. Tbe area of private wood 
lands held under valid title is far 
below 1,000,000 acres. 
'The timber 
cut and marketed in these Islands 
during tbe past year has been entirely 
insufficient to meet tbe local demand. 
It has been necessary 
to import 
m illions of feet of American pine and 
redwood and of timber from Borneo 
and Australia. 
When one considers that there are 
over forty m illion aores of tropical 
forest, and that the species uow 
listed number six hundred and sixty 
five,be begins to see wbat this wealth 
must be. But he needs to live here 
for a time, to push bis way through 
forests where three or four trees are 
growing on tbe space needed by one 
for its full development, to see trees 


of tbe most magnificent hardwood 
rising eighty leet without a lim b and 
tossing their topmost twigs a hundred 
and fifty feet above his head, before 
he gets any clear idea. Then he may 
wander into some unpretentious honae 
and find a circular table with a top 
of a single piece cut ot the most 
beautiful wood, five or even six feet 
in diameter, or another, perhaps five 
teet wide and twenty long, also one 
single pieoe. 
Grazing Lands. 
Most magnificent grazing lands 
exist in Mindanao, rolling uplands 
and level prairie lands, although so 
far as abundance and quality of tbe 
grasses concerned there is apparently 
no difference, tbe same species grow­ 
ing on the prairies as on tbe bills. 
These are fine-stemmed, fine-leaved 
grasses, wniob, in tbe United States, 
would be populary known as “ bunch” 
grasses. 
The water supply is especially to 
be noted. In the numerous moun­ 
tain streams tbe water la perfectly 
pure and as clear as crystal, exoept 
immediately lollowiDg a heavy rain. 
These streams, during the ramy sea­ 
son, like tbe great rivers, are subjeot 
to great and sudden rise and fall; and 
from a quite babbling brook a stream 
may cbhnge íd a few minutes into a 
raging mountain torrent; yet, where 
the mountains are heavily timbered, 
tbe rise and failure more gradual aDd 
do not go to extremes. 
Rice Culture. 
The cultivation of rice in the Philip­ 
pines is io many respects sim ilar to 
that practiced in China, Japan, India 
and other Oriental countries. 
The 
labor of a Filipino in tbe rice, fields 
of the Philippines has been estimated 
at $20 gold and board per annum. 
The amount of land which he can 
cuitivae is two and one-half acres, 
yielding fifteen hundred pouDds of 
paddy, in Texas or Louisiana, on 
the other baDd, a laborer receives $200 
gold and board, but be cultivates 
eighty acres of land, and the cultiva­ 
tion is so superior that with irrigation 
water along 
he produces 160,000 
pcunda of paddy. 
In short he re­ 
ceives ten times tbe wages, bnt he 
produces one hundred times more rice 
than tbe Filipino laborer. 
There is no reason why scientific 
methods uf outturn and modern agri­ 
cultural implements should not make 
the Philippines one of the leading 
rice countries of the world. 
It was 
not many years ago when tbe rice in ­ 
dustry iu Louisiana was on the same 
footing with tbe rice industry of tbe 
Orient, and yet suoh a revolution baa 
beeD effected in the cultivation of rice 
in that state within the last fifteen 
years as has not been accomplished in 
Chinese rice culture in six thousand 
years. 
The Manila Hemp industry. 
The principal industry in the Philip­ 
pine Islands, aDd one capable of be­ 
ing greatly enlarged, is Manila hemp. 
Sixty per cent of the exports ot tbe 
archipelago to-day is of this fiber, yet 
tbe industry is still iu its infancy. 
It is estim ated by bemp experta that 
tbe one Island of Miodaoao iscanable 
of producing double the amount of 
b9mp now harvested throughout tbe 
islands were capital available tor 
planting and cultivation. Many other 
islands of tbe group produce this fiber 
in great abundance, and 1 consider 
$500,000,000 a conservative estim ate of 
tbe possibilities io this one industry. 
Many lands and many clim es produce 
sugar, tobacco, rioe, copra, coeoa aud 
aottoD, bat no coontry on tbe globe 
save tbe Philippine Islands oao g^jw 
Manila bemp. 
The output is not 
snfficent to meet tbe demand. Much 
of that now produced is transported 
from tbe field to tbe water’s edge on 
the heads or shoulders of native pack­ 
ers. This is not only enormously ex­ 
pensive, 
but it utilizes the labor 
which should be employed io field and 
factory. 
Sugar Culture. 
It would be hard to over-estimate 
tbe advantages of the Philippines for 
the culture of sugar. The soil is of 
such fertility that it has raised a crop 
of cane in every one of tbe last fitty 
years with little or no fertilizing. 
During seven or eight months ot the 
year the torest-covered mountains 
are veiled in clouds, assuring a 
plentiful suppy of moisture. And so 
favorable are both soil and climate 
that tbe crop matures in twelve 
mouths, giving to the planter a crop 
of cane every year (an advantage rare 
in any part of tbe world). In Hawaii, 
where men are making fortunes in 
sugar, the average crop requires fif­ 
teen months to reach maturity, it is 
safe to say that nowhere else in tbe 
world is there sugar land offering 
advantages equal to that iu tbe Moro 
Province. 
Gnm Cnicle. 
Tbe extraordinary demand that has 
sprung up witbin a few years for gum 
chicle has no commercial parallel 
in modern tim es other than that furn­ 
ished by tbe import banana industry 
to tbe Uuited States from Jamaica 
and Central America. The consum p­ 
tion of chicle has now become so great 
that the propriety of calling it a 
minor product may well be question 
ed; hut notwithstanding this great 
consum ption, it is very doubtful it 
more than a few hundred people of 
tbe m illion or more who use it daily 
are aware that it is the foundation of 
all the fine chewing gums in the 
market. About all tbe gum raised 
bere goes to the United States, where 
it is absorbed by tbe trust, known as 
tbe American Chicle Company, com 
pounded with much starch, sugar aud 
flavoring adulterants, and in this form 
finds its wav around the world and to 
so ever-increasing number of victim s 
ot tbe harmless, but unlovely, gum- 
chewing habit. 


In Conclusion. 
The Philippine Islands belong to 
tbe UDited States. 
If they ever 
change from a liability into an assest, 
it will be after they have been opened 
up through tbe medium of highways 
and railways. 
The insular Govern­ 
ment has at last secured congressional 
aotion which permits tbe former to 
guarantee 4 per cent interest on cap 
ital actuality expended in railway 
construction in the islands. 
This 
means more for the future progress of 
the Philippines that can possibly be 
realized by those unacquainted with 
conditions here. 
The vital tüing for the American peo­ 
ple to understand is tbe character of 
tbe Dative as a whole, id order to 
arrive at a just estim ate of bis fitness 
for governing him self and tbe large 
foreign population resident here. 
Therefore my next letter w ill deal 
with the PilipiDo and Moro—tpyes 
distinctly different, 
thongh both 
Malayas—as viewed from tbe stand­ 
point of tbe white man, American and 
European. 


IRRIGATING CONGRESS. 


A National Gathering of Great Ini' 
portance. 


i'o the Peoipe of California: 
The fifteenth national irrigation 
congress will be held in Sacramento, 
September 2 to 7 ioolnaive, next. 
This will be an event ot nnnsual 
importance to this state because of 
the nature of the subjects discussed, 
the sem i-official character ot the pro­ 
ceedings, the high character and 
official standing of maoy who will 
participate therein. 
'The purpose of tbe national irriga­ 
tion congress is to provide oppor­ 
tunity for discussion of national 
polioies relating to the conservation 
aod use of tbe forests and streams of 
the country. Tbe sessions have been 
held annually for many years and 
have had a very important influence 
upon national legislation affectiDg 
forestry and irrigation. The national 
reclamation act, under which a tund 
approximately $40,000,000 is 
now 
beiDg expended in tbe construction 
ot irrigation works, is a direct result 
of tbe work of former sessions. 
Officials charged with the adm inis­ 
tration of national irrigation and 
forestry laws atteud the sessions of 
the irrigation congress, tbe one place 
where these officials meet and make 
tbeii reports direct to the people, and 
where in turn they listen to the voice 
of the people verbally expressed. 
Tbe congress is attended by citizens 
of practically every state and terri­ 
tory. United States senators and rep­ 
resentatives, governors of states, and 
others prominent io national and state 
affairs, are among those who attend 
and participate. This is easily the 
leading 
national 
organization as 
measured by attendance of high 
officials of the nation aDd of the 
states. 
Previous congresses have 
been 
composed of from 500 to 1500 dele­ 
gates; the fifteenth congress may com 
prise several thousand delegates, and 
will nndoubtedly be the largest and 
most representative national gather­ 
ing ever held in this oountry to 
oonsider matters afieoting the nation­ 
al welfare. 
Tne coming of this im ­ 
portant body to California is of very 
great importance to the state. First, 
it carries with it a responsibility 
wbioh we must faithfully discharge; 
California is expeoted to make tbe 
fifteenth a notable session, the great­ 
est of all natioual gatherings, and 
California must make good. ¡Second, 
California has an interest in tbe pur­ 
poses of the congress—we are vitally 
concerned in a wise development of 
national 
Irrigation 
and 
national 
forestry, and our own interest in 
these important policies would justify 
every effort we may make regaidless 
of other attendant benefits. 
Third, 
the coming of a national convention 
in whioh there is such wide spread 
interest otters ao opportunity to 
exploit the advantages and attractions 
ot this state snoh as it has never 
betore been our privilege to eojoy. 
ib e irrigation oongfess is a matter 
of interest in every part of tbe United 
States, and tbe coming session will 
attract very wide spread attention to 
ttiis state. The press of tbe country 
will devote much space during the 
next few months to the irrigation 
congress and preparations for it, and 
necessarily much space to the state 
where it is to be held. High public 
officials, state and 
national, wil] 
have their attention attracted to it, 
being, by reason of tbeir office, m em ­ 
bers of congress. 
Organized bodies 
of all kinds will be invited, provision 
being made in the official call where­ 
by practically every form of organi­ 
zation, including fraternal and religi­ 
ous bodies, may appoint delegates. 
¡Several hundred state conventions are 
held each month aud all will be in­ 
vited and asked to appoint delegates. 
Ten thousand agricultaral, horti­ 
cultural, commercial and other or­ 
ganizations in tbe United States will 
be invited to appoint delegate*. 
Foreign 
representatives 
in 
this 
country and 
officials of foreign 
countries interested in agriculture, 
irrigation and forestry, will be in­ 
vited. 
For the parpóse of taking tbe ta ll­ 
est advantage of the opportunities 
attorded California by tbe coming 
here of this convention, the board of 
control has established headquarters, 
and a large force is engaged in dis­ 
seminating information. We expeot 
by this means to benefit Calitornia 
and to promote the largest suocess ot 
the coming event.

THE SAME OLD BUSINESS. 


The Ledger subm its the following 
claim for stationery passed by tbe 
board of supervisors at the Ju ly m eet­ 
ing, and which has been paid by tbe 
treasm y. 
The contract for stationery 
supplies 
was 
awarded 
to Vela & 
P iccardo, and tbe bill is supposed to 
come within tbe term s of the con­ 
tract. 
i t is tbe busiuess of tbe ex­ 
am ining board to ascertain whether 
or not tbe charges are within tbe 
scope of tbe contract, both as legards 
the q u an tity ordered and the prices 
charged, 
i t is simply reducing the 
co ntract system to an absurdity to 
contract for say a gross or dozen of a 
certain article, at a fixed price, and 
then 
ordering 
the 
said 
articles 
singly or halt gross. 
The contractor 
is thereby liberated from the restric­ 
tions of his agreement, and charges 
ju st tbe same as though no contract 
existed. 
If it be said th at tbe county 
does not need tbe articles in anything 
like tbe qu antities stated in the con ­ 
tract this admission proves what we 
have been contending for all along, 
that the system we have fallen into, 
and adhered to for years is an im posi­ 
tion and fraud upon the taxpayers; 
and the sooner the supervisors take 
steps to change it, and make it a 
benefit instead 
of a 
disgrace, the 
better will it be for the reputatiou of 
tbe managing board.

b ut of these not a single one is so 
item ized as to adm it of a stric t ap 
plication of the terms of tbe contract 
price. 
A t the same time, tbe faoe of 
the bill does n ot show a direct con­ 
flict with tbe co ntrast terms. 
i t is 
am biguous, and shows a carelessness 
in allowing bills not properly item iz­ 
ed. 
For instance, tbe quantity ot 
ink is not given—whether

q u a it.

From this it is clearly seen that the 
necessary data is not given in tbe 
itemized bill whereby a stric t com ­

There is no longer an 
open deüance of the agreement price, 
but the exam iners are left in the dark 
ou vital points, and have to take it 
for granted 
th at the qu antity aud 
prices are correut. 
Take the item of 
rubbers for 
instance. 
We presume 
th at rubber bands are the articles in ­ 
cluded in th at charge. 
In the con­ 
tract there is no definite price given, 
for such supplies; simply 25 per cent 
otf list. 
The 
supervisors and* all 
others concerned are left to And out 
for themselves what is the list price. 
To tollow such a system through the 
whole raft of bills presented ¿.to the 
board, 
would require a session of 
several days. 
We do not know what 
is the list price

Then again the size of the rubber 
supplied is not given, and the size 
governs the price.

In all seriousness, we ask bow can 
Amador be expected to prosper wheD, 
through 
carelessness, 
neglect, 
or 
whatever 
it 
may 
be 
termed, her 
people are 
paying nine tim es tbe 
price for articles as compared with 
other, and better looked-after co u n ­ 
ties. 
What a deterent effect such a 
condition of affairs m ust have upon 
the ievel-beaded, industrious im m i­ 
grant, in keeping iiim away from oui 
borders. 
Others things being equal, 
he would natu rally travel to some 
other place, where public business is 
attended to iu better shape. 
We say 
again, tbe lirst essential to a bettei 
condition is to mend our ways in 
governm ental expenses. 
T urning to the printing bill of the 
Dispatch allowed at the last meeting, 
we lind a like effort to evade the 
term s of tbe schedule price. 
Tor 
example 
1000 No. 7 envelopes are 
charged 85; and 500 envelopes (no size 
given) are charged 83.50. 
Now, No. 7 
envelopes are 
not included iu tbe 
schedule list at all. 
ludeed, it is a 
size nut recognized iu ordinary busi­

transactions, 
and 
barely re ­ 
cognized in wholesale price lists. 
It 
is so tn tiin g ly larger than tbe usual 
cooimercial envelope, th a t tbe differ­ 
ence does not count for anything 
No p rin ter will keep No. 7 in stock;

equally as well. 
Being outside the 
lim its of tbe schedule, ot course tbe 
prin ter is lelieved trom tbe establish ­ 
ed rate. 
The rate fixed for 6% is 
83.50 per 1U00, so that No. 7 only a 
useless fraction different in size, is 
made the excuse ot lifting the charge 
to

question 
whether No. 7 was called for or su p ­ 
plied. 
It is another case of having a 
so-called price list that binds nobody. 
And tbe worst part of it is th a t tbe 
supervisors aro content to let thiugs 
d rift on in this ruinous way, making 
no move to supplant obsolete methods 
with a schedule th at is workable and 
up-to-date.

The Taft Campaign. 


The Taft boom for the presidental 
nom ination on tbe republican side is 
ip. full blast in Ohio. 
That state is 
considered tbe pielim iuaty, if not the 
decisive battle ground. 
W ithout tbe 
vote 
of 
O hio—bis 
own state—the 
aspirations of T aft would hardly be 
en titled 
to 
serious 
consideration. 
T aft is tbe choice of P resident Roose­ 
velt. 
D eclm iug to he a candidate 
for re-nom ination, he wishes th a t the 
man of his selection, who is comm itt 
ed to the continuance of policies that 
he 
has 
inaugurated, 
be made the 
staudard-benrers of tbe party in the 
next campaign. 
Never in the history 
of tbe republican narty has a presi­ 
dent p u sted the idea of endeavoring to 
name bis successor to tbe extent that 
has been and 
is now being done by 
the adm inistration. 
It is an innova­ 
tion, and were it not for tbe a d m it­ 
ted single-m indedness and pátriotism 
of Roosevelt, it would be a dangerous 
policy. 
T here is no question that 
President Roosevelt believes th at con­ 
d itions deinaud a man at tbe bead ul 
affairs who will continue iu the re­ 
form work th at ho has begun aud p art­ 
ly carried out. 
On the other hand, 
S enator Foraker of Ohio, oue of the 
adroitest 
and ablest politicians of 
Ohio, is not in line with the presi­ 
d e n t’s policies, 
aud is against the 
forced candidacy of Taft. 
T aft is in 
favor ot tariff revision, aud Foraker 
objects on this ground, 
tt is u^t for 
the presidental candidate to name be­ 
forehand the platform upon which he 
shall stand. 
That is tor th e party in 
convention to determine. 
The republican state com m ittee of 
Ohio, has endorsed Taft, aud Fotaker 
claims th at in so doing they have 
traveled 
beyond tbeir jurisdiction. 
Aud there can 
be no question that 
Foraker is right on this proposition. 
Tbe state com m ittee has no power to 
com m it the party to any p a rtic u la r 
candidate. 
It is usurpation of tbe 
rankest kind to attem pt such a thing. 
The party in convention assembled is 
the sole authority in that line. 
For 
a few 
men, selected to attend 
to 
ro u tiu e work iu the interval of con ­ 
ventions, 
to 
assume such a royal 
prerogative as to name a candidate 
for president is rauk. 
It is likely to 
h u rt rather than help the caudidate 
preferred. This boomeraug action was 
notably exempjicd 
iu C alifornia at 
the last election, when the state com ­ 
m ittee engineered tho machinery in 
the direction of a certain candidate. 
They|sucoeeded iu 
electing G illett, 
but at a trem endous cost. 
One third 
ot the party strength fell away from a 
candidacy so managed. 
The protest 
so ^ em phatic and 
loud-voiced 
th at a repetitiou of such autocratic 
ways is not likely to occu-r again in 
the near future. 


Important Change in School Law. 


The last legislature m ad eau im prrl- 
ant change iu school Jaw, to the etfect 
that 60 per cent of tbe county school 
fund must bo applied for the payment 
of teachers’ salaries; Jaaving 40 per 
cent tor repairs, supplies, apparatus, 
etc. 
Heretofore, the proportion avail­ 
able from Ihe couuty fund for p u r­ 
poses outside teachers’ salaries has 
never been fixed by law. The trustees 
m ight spend the greater part oi the 
whole of it that way. 
The state fund 
must be Bpent 
exclusively for tbe 
payment ot' salaries. 
The new plan 
will break iuto old methods consider­ 
ably, and will havu a very salutary 
eiiect upon tbe Ecbool system when it 
gets iuto fair working order, 
it may 
work a hardship in some cases for a 
while, but in the end it will prove 
decidedly beneficial.

cau work out of the rut. 
For all this, 
tbe lawmakers did a good thing ii 
passing this measute. 
It restrains 
the spirit of extiavaganco iu diiee- 
tions where heretofore it has been 
uncurbed. 
It will tend to secure a t 
increase iu teachers’ salaries. 
It. is 
noteworthy iu this conection to say 
that in 20 school districts there has 
been a raise in salaries of from 85 to 
815 per m onth. 
Amador county has 
the unenviable notoriety of paying 
the smallest salaries of any county it 
California. 
Tho average salary pel 
year for male teachers, including the 
Union high school at lone, was toi 
1896, 8843; for; female teachers 8545.50. 
The payments are scattered 
over 12 
months, while as a m atter of fact 
only from eight to nine m onths are 
actually spent in the work of teach­ 
ing.

At the fore part of this week the 
number of inmates in the county 
hospital was timty-seveu. 
This is 
the smallest number ot patients in 
that institution 
for many years 
Several things have contributed to 
bring about this low ebb in affairs. 
It is DOt in any way owing to the 
treatment received, or the fare spread 
out for them. As tar as these matters 
are concerned, the hospital compares 
favorably with any similar institution 
in the state. 
During the winter 
months the inmates average betweeu 
50 and 00, that is of late years. Dur­ 
ing the summer the average is re­ 
duced eomewbat, but has never before 
in recent years touched the low mark 
of the preseut flgures. 
Two causes 
have contributed to this result. 
First.—Some ten patients have 
tonnd temporary homes in looking 
after places of stockmen and others 
who are away in the mountains with 
their families. 
Every year calls are 
made upon the hospital management 
for persons to look after the homes of 
stockmeD and others while the owners 
are away with their herds in the 
mountains. 
They are paid a small 
sum for taking charge, in addition to 
their board and lodging. It atfords a 
change from tbe monotonous life of 
the hospital, and the ofler is readily 
accepted by those who are capable of 
assuming tbe 
responsibility. 
Of 
coarse tbe engagement is merely 
temporary, and as soon as tbe summer 
season in tbe mountains is over, these 
absentees drift back to their hospital 
quarters. 
But tbe establishment ot the Sierra 
sanitarium has had a good deal to do 
with the reduced number of patients. 
Betore tbe hospital was started, 
mnny cases ot injuries received in the 
mines were treated at the county 
institution. 
There was no other 
place to go, and tbe victims in most 
cases were unable to pay for private 
treatment. 
But by contributing a 
small sum monthly, tbe miners have 
tbe right to free treatment and nurs­ 
ing at the sanitarium, beiDg charged 
for board only. 
This has taken most 
of these cases from tbe county, so 
that the incoming patients are nearly 
h11 of the chronic type—the indigent 
or broken-down afflicted.

Killed in Austria. 
An Austrian miner, who tor a time 
worked in the Zeila, returned to 
Austiia, or Bosnia, on the Turkish 
froutier, about 0 or 7 months ago, 
and met his death there iu less than 
a month atter his arrival. His name 
was Mikulich. He was in this county 
about two years, all told. He left a 
wile and children in bis native land, 
one son about 16 years of age. It 
seems that while Mikulich was here, 
this boy was fatally shut. 
He was 
attending some gathering at wbicb 
target shooting was one of the 
pastimes, and was, as is generally 
held, accidentally shot. 
He died 
from the elfcct.s of this wound &ome 
weeks after. 
His father would not 
accept the accidental theory. 
He 
held that it was deliberate and inten­ 
tional. He was a man ot a quarrel­ 
some and fault-finding nature, and 
aid not assoeiate much with his 
countrymen here. 
The law exoner 
ated tbe slayer of tbe boy for criminal 
responsibility, but that did not satisfy 
Miknlicb. 
He went back to Bosnia, 
telling persons here that he intended 
to avorge the death of his boy by 
killing the man that shot him. 
Reaobing the home land, his vengeful 
mission was borne to the ears of the 
man who tired tbe shut that killed 
the son. He armed himself tor self 
ptotection. l'be two met about two 
weeks after M ikulicb’s arrival, and a 
pistol duel ensued, iu which Miku­ 
lich was killed. 
The account of the 
affair was given in a New York paper 
printed in Slavonia language. 


Campers Abundant.

Given Up Retailing. 
. 
John Btrobm has given up the to 
tailing 
business at tbe brewery, 
i'heto will be uo more beer sold or 
given away by the glass or can, as 
heretofore. The other saloonkeepers 
raised an objection, that it was au 
interference with their business, aud 
they were tbe main purchasers of the 
Jackson beer. The brewery was only 
too willing to quit. This action will 
be a benefit to both the local brewery 
and the retailers. 
It will tend to 
consolidate the beer business in tbe 
hands of the looal manufacturer. As 
Strolim has surrendered the retail 
business for tbe beuetit of tbe saloon 
men, tbo latter will be expected to 
reoiprocate by getting tbeir beer from 
him. The arrangement was expeoterl 
to go into effect on August 1, but 
as n matter ot fact tbe brewery closed 
tbe retail business last week, as soon 
as the understanding bad been made. 


Time Inadequate. 
Tbe board ot trustees passed au 
important ordinance at tbeir meeting 
last night. 
It will be published in 
full next week. 
It provides that 
property owners whose property abuts 
on streets provided with maiu sewer, 
must connect tbeir sewerage with said 
main on or before the first day of 
October, otherwise they are liable to 
prosecution for misdemeanor with a 
penalty of 8100 for non-compliance. 
Such action should have been taken 
ioDg ago as far as Main street is con­ 
cerned, with tbe Exception ¡that a 
much longer period should have beeu 
given within which to make tbe con­ 
nection. To requite property holders 
to rto this work iu six weeks, is 
arbitrary aud oppressive. Tbe woik 
can not be done in any snob time 
with the force of plumbers, now avail­ 
able. Besides wbicb some property 
bolders are not in a financial pjsitioD 
to bear tbe expense at such sburt 
order. Tbe time given should have 
been six months at least. As for the 
streets outside ot Main street, tbe en­ 
forcement ot the ordinance will mean 
the practical confiscation of property 
in some instances.

Backward in High Sierras. 
Fersons who have visited the sum­ 
mit ot the sierras beyoud Silver lake 
every year for tbo past thirty yeara, 
state that they have never known so 
much snow in that region during tbe 
summer seasun as this year. 
Tbe 
rnad around Carscn Spur is reported 
to be yet impassable for wagon, owing 
to tbe banks of snqw. 
The cattle 
men have been able to drive tbeir 
stock through, but wagons loaded 
with provision, and camping outflts 
are blockaded on the west side of the 
summit. Some have packed in sup­ 
plies in small quantities for immedi­ 
ate wants.

It is a hsrd season for stockmen. 
Owing to the lateness of the season, 
the grass is unusually short —it has 
only just commenced to start, ns the 
pasture lands are scarcely yet reliev­ 
ed ot their winter coat of white. 
The Kirkwoods found that a portion 
of their buildings had been crushed 
in by tne weight of sqow. 
S. W. Bright sent up some 1600 or 
1700 sheep to pasture’on the eastern 
slope. The government law will not 
permit ot tbeir being pastured on 
public lands lying on tbo western 
slope. It was found impracticable to 
pass oyer the summit, and tbe man in 
charge concluded to return. A num ­ 
ber- of sheep were lost in tbo trip. 
They are now on their way back, aud 
will bo pastured this summer on one 
of the island of the Sacramento rivor. 
There was a tenible rainstorm In 
the mountains last Saturday. Raiu 
fell in torrents, one of the heaviest 
falls known in that region in the 
summer season.

A few lines 
have been teceived by acquaintances 
in Jackson telling of bis safety. It 
is said tbat at tbe time of tbe dis­ 
aster, Austin was on bis way to Brit­ 
ish Columbia under engagement with 
some mining company there, and was 
unattended by bis wife. He is a son- 
in-law of E. 
Hampton, formeily 
superintendent of tbe Oneida, now of 
the Central Eureka. 
Mr Austin left tbe Oneida, where 
he aud his wito have been living, over 
two weeks ago. 
His mission was to 
British Columbia, and when be left, 
be did not know bow long be would 
be gone. In tbe uncertainty, bis wife 
remained behind. When the news of 
tiie disaster reached here, tbe appre­ 
hension of his relatives were quieted 
at tbe same time by the fact that be 
was repotted among tbe list of sur­ 
vivors. He will probable make tbe 
trip north by tbe next steamer.

J. H. Story and wife returned from 
Oakland last Friday. Mr Story, who 
is the local express agent and tele­ 
graph operator, was called to the bay 
to see bis aged lather, who js lying 
critically ill. His case affords one of 
the most remarkable instances of 
vita!ity on record. 
He is an old 
pioneer of Amador county, aud will 
be remembered by many of the old 
settlers, notwithstanding that he left 
tbe county lioaily for his present 
home thirty years ago. 
He came 
across the plains in 1150, and engaged 
in mining in Volcano disttict, work­ 
ing what was known as the Stoiy 
placer claim, lu 1852 he returned to 
the east by tbe Panama route, aud 
tbe following year again crossed tbe 
plains, accompanied this time by 
Mr9 Story, for California. He is now 
over 90 years of age, and bis present 
fatal illness was brought about in a 
singular manner. 
He was paring a 
corn on bis left foot, and it is sur­ 
mised that rust from the knite poison­ 
ed the toot. It commenced to inflame 
and became so troublesome tbat a 
surgeon was consulted. 
He was then 
85 years old. Ail examination show­ 
ed tbat the veins below tbe knee were 
so affected, that there was no hope of 
relief from amputation of the leg 
hetween the knee and ankle. 
So the 
affected member was taken off near 
the thigh, aud notwithstanding his 
great age, he rallied from the shock, 
and recovered in a short time. 
it 
was one of few instances of recovery 
from so serious an operation at such 
an advunced age. Soverai months ago 
symptoms of gangreue appeared iu 
the right foot, no doubt brought about 
by the poison brought into the system 
in the former case. He has been laid 
up from this cause for four months. 
Amputation cannot be contemplated, 
owing to age and feebleness. 
He is 
slowly tailing, and his son went to 
see him before his mental taoulties 
became impaired to the extent of oon- 
recoguition.

lays or 
songs in praise of the Virgin.—Cli-cle 
Magazine.

W hen n dignitary visits a foreign coun­ 
try, the m om ent th at his ship enters 
port a form al salute is fired as a signal 
of welcome. 
This custom w as observ­ 
ed years ago, when it w as considered 
the correct thing for a port to fire its 
guns to show the visiting stranger that 
the citizens and authorities placed such 
confidence in his friendliness th a t it 
w as not considered necessary to keep 
the guns loaded, so all the shot w as dis­ 
charged.—New York H erald.

Sailors w atched their flight for Indica­ 
tions of prosperous voyages and favor­ 
ing winds. 
As they w ere thought to 
fly through the air to heaven, they 
easily became m essengers of the will 
of the gods. 
The albatross is believed by Jack ta r 
to sleep on the winds. 
I t w as a t one 
tim e thought th a t the petrel hatched 
its eggs under Us wings. 
The kingfisher w as a t dne tim e kept 
in chests to keep aw ay moths. 
The flshhaw k w as esteem ed a bring- 
er of good luck; it boded good or evil 
as its cry w as to the right or left. 
There w as an old superstition th at 
gulls w ere never seen bleeding. Shoot­ 
ing stars w ere then supposed to be the 
half digested food of w inter gulls. 


CLKJPATRA. 


T h e S to ry of H e r D eath From the Bite 
o f an Asp. 
It is adm itted th a t Cleopatra killed 
herself to avoid being exhibited a t 
Rome in the trium ph of Octavius, who 
had made w ar upon her and Antony be­ 
cause the latter had divorced his (Oc­ 
tavius’) sister on the queen’s account. 
B ut did she die from a snake’s bite? 
It is better to think not. “If her death 
had been caused by any serpent, the 
sm all viper would rath er have been 
chosen than the large asp, bu t th e 
story is disproved by her having deck­ 
ed herself in the royal ornam ents and 
being found dead w ithout any m arks 
or suspicion of poison on her body.” 
D eath from a serpent’s bite could not 
have been m istaken, and her vanity 
would not have allowed her to choose 
one w hich would have disfigured her 
In so frightful a m anner. 
O ther poisons w ere well understood 
and easy of access, ahd no boy would 
have ventured to carry an asp in a 
basket of figs, some of w hich he even 
offered to the guards as he passed, and 
even P lutarch shows th a t the story of 
the asp w as doubtful. Nor Is the statue 
carried In A ugustus’ trium ph, which 
had an asp upon it, nny proof of his 
belief in it, since the snake w as the 
emblem 
of Egyptian royalty. 
The 
statu e (or the crown) of Cleopatra 
could not have been w ithout one, and 
this w as probably the origin of th e 
whole story. 


D e a f D o g s A r s Rare. 
People have been known to excuse 
w atch dogs for dereliction of duty on 
the ground th a t the dogs m ight be 
hard of hearing. 
This excuse ought 
not to go. 
A veterinary surgeon of 
Cleveland rem arked th a t in his th ir­ 
ty-five years’ experience he had never 
heard of a deaf dog.
